World War Veterans in New York, had clearly defined 
the issue. 
Making an eloquent plea for the release of 


the prisoners, he said they were not imprisoned for overt 
acts of violence and sabotage, but for the opinions they 
held.

What' 'Tachycardia' 'Is 


and the Way to Avoid It

OCTORS have a way of giving big names toe 
diseases. This is not intended to confuse the I 
layman. It is done to insure uniformity in 


tho naming of human ailments. By reason of this 
practice doctors of all lands can converse together,]) 
at least in the diagnosis of disease. 


There is a big name—"tachycardia"—which is de-|| 


rived from two Greek words, meaning "swift" and 
"heart" This is applied to any disturbance of the 
heart's action in which marked increase in the pulsel! 
rate is observed.

Bear in mind all the time that rapid pulse i» not 0 'dl8CMft> It It 


merely the sign, or one of the signs, of some remote disturbance.' 
Usually th« trouble can b# traced' •- 
back to the nervous system. Tost 
action may Indicate nothing .wrong 
with the heart Itself, any more than 
a galloping horse can be blamed bo- 
cause he Is pounded 
into violent 
action by a cruel driver. 


.Emotion has a lot to do with the 


rapidity of the heart's action. Don't 
you know how your pulses beat If 
you arc frightened or excited? Of 
course such njcperlcnces aro brief. 
Thore aro a few moments of very 
rapid action and then thn heart set- 
tles down to its regulnr work. 


There are certain physical suites, 


however, in which tho nervous sys- 
tem neems on edge. It Is constantly 
stimulated and all tho movements 
of tho organs controlled by Uio sym- 
pathetic norvous system are speeded 
up. 
Among such organs is the 
heart and that portion of tho anat- 
omy is whipped nnd pounded until 
it runs llko a trip-hammer. 
The thyroid gland is tho structure 


which makes up a largo part of tho 
prominence some persons have in 
the neck. It lies at each side of 
"Adarn'a apple." 
Tho thyroid gland la ona of the 
mysterious "ductless glands," the 
accretions from which affect many 
of the vital organs. If tho thyroid 
gland or some other similar gland 
is too active, the excess secretion 
may cause the heart to pump too 
forcibly. It is as if alcohol were con- 
stantly fed—there la over-stimula- 
tion of the heart. 
There is a disease called "exoph- 
thalmic goitre," which ha* thicken- 
ing and over-activity of tho thyroid 
as one of its signs. In this disease, 
perhaps because of tins over-action 
of the thyroid, tachycardia is pres- 
ent.In nervous prostration, after se- 
ver*' illness with fever. In certain 
forms of female disease, during the 
change of lifu, because of excessive 
use of tobacco, tea., coffee or alcohol, 
and la certain brain and nervous 
disturbances, habitual rapidity of 
tho heart may he a symptom. 
What I have said about the causes 
of tachycardia will naturally sug- 
gest what should be done to get rid 
of it. Sensible living will prevent its 
onset. That is more important than 
any discussion of cure.
